The predecessor of the present building—on 
the same location—housed one of the earliest 
attempts to establish an industrial enterprise 
in Edmonton, an enterprise which for forty- 
six years has given employment to Edmonton 
citizens and turned out materials for the con- 
struction of Edmonton homcs. 

A familiar term will drop out of the local 
vocabulary when ‘‘Fraser’s mill’’ disappears. 


No Cause For Alarm. 

Moscow sends out word that it is preparing 
to defend itself against a general onslaught of 
the ‘‘imperialistic’’ countries moved to fury 


and hatred by the spectacle of the Soviet suc- 
cess. Moscow is flattering itself. The nations 
have about as much thought of making war on 
the ruins of Russia as on the ruins of Babylon, 
and there would be just.about as much sense in 
doing the one thing as the other. If the pow- 
ers had any notion of doing anything to the 
Soviet they would be a good deal more likely 
to bonus it to keep itself going, as a warning 
to the world of the kind of government under 
which Russia was led into communism by emp- 
ty heads and driven back to capitalism by 
empty stomachs. 


A Dominion Day Suggestion. 

Athletes who aspire to represent Canada 
at the Olympic games next year are supposed 
to get through with their provincial competi- 
tions in time that the winners may mect about 
July first of this year at Edmonton and at St. 
John, N.B., where semi-tliminztion contests 
will be held. The victors in these western and 
eastern divisions, respectively, will later mect 
at Toronto, where they will contend for Do- 
minion championships. 

The selection of Edmonton as the point 
where the contestants of the four western pro- 
yinces are to compete pruvides a basis upon 
which to build a celebration of Dominion Day 
which will be worthy the name and will also 
be strictly in Fine with the idea that this six- 
tieth anniversary of the Dominion should give 
a national, and not merely local, atmosphere 
to celebrations of the nation’s birthday. 


A Chance For the Farmer. 

With the farmers in better financial cir- 
cumstances than in previous years, and an 
abundant supply of labor avuilabie, the grub 
hook and the breaking plow should be busy in 
central and northern Alberta this summer. 
Good crops and good prizes for several succes- 
sive seasous have cuabled the farmers to pull 
themselves out of the slough and to accumu- 
late the means with which to finance an _ en- 
largement of their operations. It has also sup- 
plied the incentive to bring more land under 
cultivation, With the labor obtainable with 
which to elear and break land, this combina- 
tion of conditions confronts the farmer with an 
opportunity for which he may have been wait- 
ing, and which can be turned to profitable ac 
count. That he will make use of it in a very 
general way is to be supposed. Since farming 
pays, why not do more farming? 


More British Capital for Canada. 


The Bank of England has cut its rate from 
five to 44% per eent, and financial authorities 
in London are said to look forward to a period 
of ‘‘easy money’’. That is encouraging to 
those who realize the need of setting more capi- 
tal to work in Canada in the creation of labor- 
employing and wealth-producing enterprises, 
and who would like to see Britain supply a 


larger share of the outside capital than it has 
! 


been doing in late years. 

Money is money, and the result may be 
the same in Canada whether it comes from 
Britain or from the United States. But‘as Bri- 
tain needs a}l the extra income its capitalists 
ean find a chance to draw there from in- 
vestments abrosd, Canadians would rather that 
a larger proportion of the money they pay us 
interest and dividends on outside capital 
should go to the old lands. The more so be- 
cause Britain is the country to which we sell 
our wheat, while the United States has bolted 
and barred its doors against our farm products.

Trees And Rainfall 


By DR. FRANK CRANE 


There recently occurred in California a tremen- 
dous storm. Much damage was dove by the floods 
caused by the rain. 


In this connection {ft is interesting to read the 
report of George H. Barnes, president of the Amert- 
can Reforestation Association, who says: 

“Trees make rain a biessing instead of a dan- 
ger. It is through the physical action of the tree 
that seven-ninthes of the rainfall is produced. 
Through the humus or lea’ mould under the treés, 
88 per cent of the water which fall as rain is absorb- 
ed by the forest floor, and it takes approximatély 
twenty-seven months for its proper distribution un- 
der norma! conditions. 


| “When this covering has been destroyed, either 
| by fire or cutting, 92 per cent of the rainfall goes 
|away in disastrous floods, carrying with it rich min- 
era) phosphates, silt soil and detritus.” 
Beside this forests have much to do with induc- 
ing rainfall and in regulating the climate.

Request for the appointment of a 
commission came after a lengthy die- 
cussion over & report submitted hy 
the Commissionera in which the ap- 
pointment of J. A. H. Church as min- 
ing engineer for the city war recom- 
mended. The provincial government 
had préviously promised to endow 
any appointée with the same powers 
under the Alberta Mines Act as a 
district inspector of mine#. The #al- 
ary of $1200 per year was to be paid 
by the city. 

Alderman Farmilo took the view 
that it Was up to the provincial gov- 
ernment to saféguard the éitizens 
against subsidence due to operations 
underneath the city, and he was not 
prepared to saddle the city with this 
extra financial burden. Maps should 
be provided the council by the gov- 
ernment showing surface houses on 
the plan relative to thé underground 
workings. 

Alderman Wast déciared there 
could not bé a system évolved satis- 
factory to the opérators which woulda 
be satisfactory to the citizens so far 
as subsidence is concerned, 

Arrangements have been complet- 
¢4 for the city commissioners and 
mémbers of the council to make an 
investigation of all mining opérationé 
being carried on beneath the city 
next Wednesday at 2 p.m. 

W. Cline, manager of the Penn 
Mines who was in the council cham- 
ber during the discussion, explained 
to the council that his company were 
now showing surface housés on their 
plans in relation to underground 
workings. He offered to submit such 
plans te the council, and went fur- 
ther to the effect that if the city 
were not satiafied with the correct- 
ness of the,maps, then his company 
would pay the expenses of an en- 
gineer appointed by the elty to check 
up. This offer is being considered by 
the commissioners.
